Operations of the leading rub- 
ber companies, including’ Good- 
year, Goodrich, Firestone and Mil- 
ler, have been cut 15 per. cent., it 
is learned. Officials of the major 
rubber concerns, however, are op- 
timistic on the last quarter of the 
year, and feel that the- present 
downward tendency in 
not be carried far.

ithough no ‘definite action has 
been taken by the Rubber Asso- 
ciation of America on the question 
of spring dating, the policy of ac- 
cepting- orders from dealers in the 
fall and winter for delivery in 
March, April and May probably will 
be revived next month as a means 
of stabilizing production during the 


usual slack period of the year. 
Several manufacturers have ex- 
pressed themselves as being in 


favor of the idea. 

Some of the medium-sized and 
smaller rubber companies, which 
had more orders on hand than 
they were able to fill last month, 
are still operating at full capac- 
ity. These include General, Sei- 
berling, Mohawk, India and 
Mason. 

Total tire production in -the 
Akron district is now below 125,000 
casings a day, compared with more 
than 130,000 last month.

And if a 
dealer is forced to repossess a car 
there is no way of compelling the 
one relinquishing it to give up his 
certificate rightly belonging with 
that car. The dealer can secure 
another, but then there are dupli- 
cate certificates in circulation. We 
want this law amended so that the 
dealer shall retain the certificate 
of ownership until the customer 
has completed his payments. In 
the interim the customer may 
have an operating certificate, 
showing his right to have and op- 
erate the car. Oregon should have 
a law similar to California in this 
respect.” 

While the Oregon Automobile 
Dealers’ Association is lined up for 
a stiff fight against the certificate

OPPOSITION GROWS TO 
HIGHER FREIGHT RATES 


Chicago, Sept. 16.—Chicago cor- 
porations, including a number of 
independent steel producers, will 
oppose the proposed freight rate 
boosts on iron and steel_within the 
Chicago switching district. This 
was indicated yesterday following 
the filing of the schedule of in- 
creases which range from % cent 
to 3% cents a hundred pounds. C. 
W. Galligan, for the railroads, filed 
the schedule in response to the re- 
quest of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The Interstate Steel Company, an 
independent producer, estimates 
that under the new rates its ship- 
ping charges will be raised $250,- 
000 or more annually. Officials of 
other shipping concerns affected 
predicted that the roads would 
derive $10,000,00@ or more in added 
revenue from the higher rates. 


Registrations Drop 
In Wisconsin 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 16.—Un- 
certainty cencerning new models 
and possible price cuts which 
featured the month of August is 
believed to have been the reason 
for the falling off in new car 
registrations in the state of Wis- 
consin, according to statistics 
tssued today from the automobile 
licensing division of the office of 
secretary of state. 


The total number of new cars 
and trucks registered in August 
was 7,999, compared with 15,279 


for the month of July, a cut of 
nearly 50 per cent. in volume. 

Indications that the month of 
September would approach the fig- 
ures of the peak month, of the year 
—last May—were given by the sec- 
retary of state when it was said 
that the number of new car and 
truck registrations issued out of 
Madison to date this month was 
more than 60 per cent. of the total 
issued for the entire month of Au- 
gust. 

Practically every car showed a 
decrease in sales in Wisconsin. Ford 
continued its unbroken teading 
record with 2,181 new cars and 467 
trucks, while Chevrolet followed in 
second place with 1,320 new cars 
and 130 trucks.

Foreign Regulations 





Special from A, D, N. Washington Bureaa 

Washington, Sept. 16.—While 
sales of American automotive 
products abroad are showing a 


steady increase, they can be fur- 
ther augmented if more atten- 


tion is paid to the individual 
preferences of foreign coun- 
tries, H. C. Schuette, of the 


automotive division of the De- 
pé@rtment of Commerce, declared 
in a statement today. 

In approximately 
eountries, the rule of the road is 
to the left imstead of ‘> the right, 
as in the United States, he pointed 
out. The countries where driving 
is on the left side of the road in- 
clude the United Kingdom, ireland 
and Austria, in Europe, and Ar- 
gentina and Uruguay, in South 
America. These countries as a 
rule prefer the right-hand drive 
instead of the left, according to 
Schuette. 

The magneto ignition system is 
preferred to the battery in 19 out 
of 33 European countries, 10 out of 
14 Asiatic countries, and in about 
one-half of the countries of South 
America, according to the govern- 
ment official’s survey. 

As the metric system of meas- 
urement is practically universal 
on the Continent, according to 
Schuette, American automobiles 
intended for sale in this area 
should be equipped with speed- 
ometers showing kilometers in- 
stead of miles. This applics also 
to South American countries, he 
added. The United Kingdom, 
Ireland and the British colonies, 
however, measure distance by 
miles as in this country. 


Countries using the metric sy 
tem prefer gasoline gauges shov 
ing the ameunt of gasoline in t) 
tank in liters instead of the Ame 
can system, which indicates + 
contents in fractions of total ¢ 
pacity, it is pointed out. 

Im the British Isles and in t 
British possessions a gauge sho 
ing imperial gallons is preferr 
With the exception of a number 
countries, touring cars equipr 
with balloon tires have gained u 
versal favor. 
® The survey shows that cars w 
bumpers are desired in Cv 
while London likes bumperless 
tomobiles. Curiously enough 
reason_for these opposite prefer- 
ences is the same—narrow streets 
and congested traffic. In India 
bumpers are greatly appreciated, 
Schuette explains, as-they serve to 
pretect the car from stray cattle, 
tuifalo and sheep which are often 
encountered on the country roads. 

American manufacturers have 
tried to conform to these various 
rreferences of different countries 
in so far as it does not interfere 
tco much with their production 
schedules, according to the govern- 
raent’s investigator. 

However, they have not been as 
saccessful as many of the foreign 
competitors whese production 
ecosiderably smaller and 
enough to permit devoting 
tior to local preferences 
mimimum of effort, it 
out.

WORK GIVEN TRIAL 


Dealer Presents Both 


Sides of Shop 
Problem 


Low Angeles, Sept. 16.—Both 


‘sides of the bonus system of op- 
erating a repair department. are 
given by Gordon Warren, Chev- 
rolet dealer in Hollyweod, who 
has two dealerships under his su- 
pervision, and has given the bo- 
mus system a fair trial. 

* Por a long period he operated 
under this system in his sheps, 
Paying the bonus at the end of 
every six months. The bonus, of 
course, did mot prevail where the 
employee left or was discharged 
previous the time the benus 
fell due. Five cents an hour was 
the bonus rate on all time put 
by mechanies during the previous 
six months. 

“Fhe bonus plan, I found, had 
@ decided tendency to cut down the 
turnover in labor,’ explained Mr. 
Warren in touching on the more 
desirable phases of the plan. “This 
turnover in labor is in itself a big 
expense, especially to a dealer em- 
ploying several men, and other 
than the personal equation which, 
of course, enters inta every em- 
Ployment problem, I believe that 
the bonus plan was the most ef- 
fective means at hand im elimi- 
nating the labor problem.” 

Mr. Warren, however, also made 
a point of showing the other side 
of the picture. He explained that 
the werkers did not respond as 
completely to the plan as he had 
hoped, in view of the additional 
pay they were receiving thereby. 
“When the plan went into ef- 
fect £ did not cut down the reg- 
ular pay, but, rather, the bonus 
was im reality a2 bonus. Thus it 
Was an additional expemse to be 
reckoned with, in fact, a cost of 
several hundred dolears at the end 
of each period. Nevertheless, it 
was a good thing.”

Montreal, Sept. 16—Export 
markets alone kept tire sales this 
year in Canada up to previous 
records, according to C. H.-Car- 
lisie; president of Goodyear Tire 
ami. Rubber Goods Company. 
Better quality tires is one of, the 
reasons given by Mr. Carlis..” for 
the satus in tire sales in Can- 
adm. 

“Canada’s registration of auto- 
mobiles at the close of 1925 was 

approximately 12 per cent. greater 
than at the close of 1924,”’ he says. 
“However, for the first half of 1926 
the Canadian trade bought about 
20 per cent. less tires for spares and 
renewals than it did for the first 

“An analysis indicates that this 
does not mean a restriction of mo- 
toring, but rather the combined 
result of three causes. 

“First, the rapid rise in the 
price of rubber during the latter 
half of 1925 induced the trade, and 
to some extent the public, to pur- 
chase tires in anticipation of high- 
er prices. 

“Second, people learned from 
previous years that it is expensive 
to buy short mileage tires, and 
have been using the better qual- 
ities and getting longer mileage. 

“Fhird, there has been a big im- 
provement in the quality of repairs 
made by many tire repair shops, 
and the public has responded by 
having tires repaired, especially 
during the period when the price 
of rubber was high. 

“The tire requirements of Cana- 
dian automobile manufacturers 
were slightly greater during the 
first half of 1926 than for the first 
half of 1925. However, this in- 
crease was not sufficient to offset 
the decrease in spare tires and re- 
newals. It was only through an 
exhaustive study of the export 
market that the tire industry was 
able to effect a somewhat larger 
total sale in the period of 1926 as 
compared with 1925.

| New Trick Wheel 
Adjustable 

















Portland, Ore., Sept. 16.—A new 
type of truck wheel has been 
vented and patented by Charles A. 
Roach and Lindsay McKee of this 
city. It is claimed that the new 
wheel will remove the strain now 
incident to truck driving. 

The wheel is said to be adjust- 
able to load, the truck riding. as 
easily empty as with a load, for 
the right amount of rubber is ap- 
plied for the weight of the truck. 
The inventors say that the wheel 
will ride easier than balloon tires, 
and will give an easy floating and 
swaying movement, such as one gets 
in a swing. The wheel, they say, 
will last many times as long as 
balloon tires, being fitted with a 
special solid tire. Another féature 
of the new wheel is that it will 
haul a larger load with less dam- 
age to the road and truck. 

Following is a description of the 
new wheel as given by Mr. 
Roach:— 

“We have two side disks fast- 
ened on the hub; a wooden filler 
block between disks around hub, 
taking up space of spokes; around 
this filler block, or spacer, is fitted 
a rubber very similar to a small 
tire. It comes in contact with the 
inner circle of tire holder when 
there is an overload placed on the 
wheel; the tire holder, one can see, 
has two rubber rings fitted into 
“rooves circling the entire holder 
on the sides. 

“Into the center of fhese rings 
of rubber all the way around the 
wheel’s inner part fits a rib, cast 
upen the inside of both disks. 
Lugs are arranged at intervals of 
every sever inches, which lock to- 
gether through the entire inside of 
the wheel, through holes provided 
for them through the tire carrier, 
with space sufficient to allow 
movement of tire carrier in any 
direction as the load is placed upon 
the wheel, without the lugs com-

“Due to the experience of the 
past few years, it behooves even 
the most experienced to refrain 
from expressing an estimate on the 
future price of rubber and its nec- 
essary effect on the price of tires. 
The rubber industry has done much 
to absorb the irregularities of the 
price in raw rubber and make rela- 
tively few changes in the price of 
the finished product.” 

Apparently demands of Canadian 
car manufacturers for tires for 
new cars have shown no diminution 
this year. The number of auto- 
mobiles produced has exceeded all 
previous records. It is worth 
noting that Goodyear has the bulk 
of the factory trade in Canada.

RUBBER IMPORTS SHOW 
_ CANADIAN PLANTS BUSY 


Montreal, Sept. 16.—Busy con- 
ditions in Canadian rubber fac- 
tories, chiefly due to the unprece- 
dented demand for automobile 
tires, are revealed by the large in- 
crease in importations of raw rub- 
ber. 


Imports of raw rubber in July 
totaled 3,477,549 pounds, as against 
3,624,628 pounds in July, 1925, a 
decline, but not one of significance 
when it is considered that imports 
totaled 45,509,551 pounds in the 
first twelve months to July 31, as 
against 37,224,426 pounds in the 
twelve months to July 31, 1925. 
Due to increased rubber pricés, the 
importations, in value, show great- 
er increases. For twelve months 
imports of raw rubber had a value 
of $31,286,010, against $14,480,221.

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The Bus Superior 
OR the past year or two we have been hearing lamenta- 
a tions from railways in various parts of the country 
regarding the depth to which motor bus transportation was 
cutting into their legitimate revenues. Just the other day 
the Erie Railway protested that bus lines have cut off 
$1,000,000 per year from its passenger revenues. Company 
officials point out that when the vehicular tubes under the 
Hudson River are opened this total will be largely increased. 





The New York, New Haven & Hartford road has reported} 


heavy losses in passenger traffic through bus competition. 
This latter road, however, has. gone in for bus lines on its 
own account, and appears to be very well satisfied with 
results. 


Some months ago a campaign was begun to bring motor} 


bus lines under the control of the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission and have their operations regulated as those of the 


railways now are by the railway commission. 

Now, when we come to analyze all this agita- 
tion regarding bus competition with the railed 
carriers, one fact stands out with unmistakable 
clearness. In certain fields the motor bus is a more 

: ef ficient and satisfactory agent of transportation 
* than is the railway. If it were not, there never 
would have been the trend toward the use of buses 
by the general public that the railways confess has 
occurred. And because the bus lines perform a 
service to the traveling public, under certain condi- 
tions, that is more effective than anything the rail- 
ways can offer, these latter blandly ask that the 
bus lines be so controlled as to eliminate the compe- 
tition. 
In other words, they ask that the convenience of the 
traveling public be disregarded in favor of the production 
of profits for the railways. This attempt to turn back the 
.hands of the transportation clock is something to be fought 
to the last ditch by every man-connected with the industry. 
We must not assume that there is no danger of the rail- 
way interests being able to obtain legislation adverse to the 
motor bus. A hundred years ago England saw a promising 
automotive industry with steam as the motive power driven 
out of existence by other transportation interests. We must 
be watchful lest something of the sort happen in this coun- 
try in the present era. We do not want to injure the rail- 
ways, but if motor bus transportation is better in certain 
instances than railway service, we insist that it shall not be 
throttled by adverse legislation. If the railways are wise 
they will effect the logical compromise and themselves use 
the new form of transportation in its appointed field as a 
complementary arm of transport and not as a competitor. 


Guayule Rubber 


HERE has been considerable talk and much misunder- 

standing regarding the possibilities of producing 

rubber in the United States sufficient to our own needs. 
This may come, but it is not a present likelihood. 

On the North American continent the chief source of 
crude rubber is the guayule shrub, which growns in parts 
_of Texas and Mexico. This shrub, which inhabits desert 
or very poor sections, yields a fair grade of rubber, but not 
by any means equal to the product of the real rubber tree. 
In working the guayule plant the method used is powdering 
the whole shrub in water and then churning out the rubber. 

Unfortunately, the guayule plant is of very slow growth. 
To cultivate an important area takes many years, and then 
the production of rubber quickly denudes the planted sec- 
tion. Scientists now are working on methods of forcing 
guayule growth to bring the plants to the producing stage 
much earlier than they normally-reach it. Dr. W. B. McCal- 
lum of the University of Arizona has evolved a method of 
sprouting guayule seeds, something which cannot be accom- 
plished by ordinary planting. - —"
